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Continuation of 5. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: the examiner has fully reviewed the arguments 
filed on December 2, 2003 but they are not persuasive. Read the response to amendment of the last Office Action on (Page 5, Lines 2- 
25). 

The applicant argued that the prior art, Ikeda et al., clearly shows that memories or registers provided within the CPU 1601 are not 
accessible or selectable through the address bus 1604. Examiner disagrees with the applicant because Fig. 16 clearly shows that the 
CPU 1601 and the address bus 1604 are connecting with each other which means that the CPU is accessible through the address bus 
1604 which inherently can select one of the memories of the CPU. Examiner does recognize that the data bus 1605 and the address bus 
1604 are included in the control system which controls the LCD but not in the control system bus which is also included in the control 
system. The point is that the display control of Fig. 16 which controls the liquid crystal display panel transmits the display control 
information to the panel to control the image. The address bus 1604, the data bus 1605, and the control signal bus 1606 are all part of 
the control system which control the panel. The examiner said in the previous Office Action that the claims are not specific and broad 
because they don't show any allowable subject matter. Therefore, the rejection is maintained.
